Obama Defends Spill Response 


President says fixing 
disastrous oil leak 
is his No. 1 priority 


Washington 

Criticism mounting. President 
Obama vigorously defended his 
administration’s response to the 
worst oil spill in the nation’s his- 
tory as he prepared for his second 
inspection tour of the battered Gulf 
Coast. While standing up for the 
effort so far, he frankly acknowl- 
edged he could have done better. 

“I take responsibility. It is my 
job to make sure that everything 
is done to shut this down,” Obama 
declared in a lengthy news con- 
ference at the White House on 
Thursday. 

Obama’s words marked a clear 
shift of emphasis for an adminis- 
tration that previously had said it 
was generally “in charge” but there 
were limits to what it could do — 
and that oil giant BP was responsi- 
ble for stopping the flow and clean- 
ing up the disastrous damage. 

“Those who think we were 
either slow on the response or 
lacked urgency don’t know the 
facts,” Obama said. 

The president’s move to take 
responsibility and accept account- 
ability was a gesture few politi-

Job Hunters Face a Slog 



High unemployment 
won’t be going away 
anytime soon in U.S. 

Washington 

High unemployment isn’t going 
away. 

The slow pace of economic 
growth shows the recovery is too 
weak to generate enough jobs for 
15.3 million unemployed people, 
and layoffs are contributing to 
the problem. 

For many Americans, it doesn’t 
feel much like a recovery. 

The unemployed face fierce 
competition for job openings. Those 
with jobs are watching their pay- 
checks shrink. A growing number 
of people are at risk of falling into 
foreclosure. And only people with 
the most stellar credit are likely to 
get a new loan. 

“We’re out of recession, but the 
recovery is not going to bring a 
whole lot of smiles,” said Joel Naroff 
of Naroff Economic Advisors. 


The economy did add a net 
290,000 jobs in April, the most in 
four years. But much stronger job 
growth is needed to drive down the 
9.9 percent unemployment rate. 

Economists say it takes about 
3 percent growth in the economy 
to create enough jobs just to keep 
up with the population increase. It 
would have to be about 5 percent for 
a year to drive the unemployment 
rate down 1 percentage point. 


After the last severe recession in 
the early 1980s, GDP grew at rates 
of 7 to 9 percent for five-straight 
quarters, and the unemployment 
rate dropped from 10.8 to 7.2 per- 
cent in 18 months. 

Economists don’t see that hap- 
pening this year. In fact, econom- 
ic expansion in the first quarter 
was slower than the 5.6 percent 
rate in the final quarter of 2009.

Wild Animal Trade Surges in Iraq 



Lack of regulations, 
relative calm enable 
rise in exotic pet sales 

Baghdad 

A dozen fluffy white kittens with 
piercing blue eyes frolic in a wire 
cage, perched perilously atop a 
pen containing two African lion 
cubs. Neighborhood schoolchildren 
stop to feed sunflower seeds to a 
chained monkey, while three red 
foxes cower in their curbside enclo- 
sure from the street noise. 

Iraqis can get just about what- 
ever animals they want, whether as 
pets or status symbols — and as vio- 
lence subsides, many are stocking 
up at Baghdad’s pet markets. 

The lack of government reg- 
ulation means lions and croco- 
diles are going home with people 
unequipped to take care of them. 

“There is no wildlife legisla- 


tion here in Iraq, and that is what 
encourages these kinds of dealers 
to export and import wild species,” 
said Omar Fadil, of the conserva- 
tion organization Nature Iraq. 

Crowds flock to the exotic ani- 
mal market in northwestern Bagh- 
dad, which doubles as a zoo for 
neighborhood families. 

Many animals are likely being 
illegally imported into Iraq with 


forged papers or bribes, Fadil said. 

The government acknowledges 
the problem, but a fast fix is unlike- 
ly, said Environment Ministry offi- 
cial Ziad Ameer Salman. 

“We need a strong legislation 
and a strong law,” he said. “But 
we need time because the mem- 
bers of parliament are changing; 
the government of Iraq is chang- 
ing.”

Transit board approves the most 
expensive price jump in its history 


Washington 

Metro’s board of directors on 
Thursday unanimously approved 
the most expansive fare hike in 
the history of the transit agency, 
nearly $109 million worth of rail, 
bus and paratransit fare increas- 
es, including a new 20-cent “peak- 
of-the-peak” surcharge for riders 
who use the subway system at the 
height of rush hour. 

Riders responded to news of 
the unprecedented increases — 
most of which will take effect by 
July 1 — with a mix of frustra- 
tion and resignation, 
reflecting a broad 
consensus at earlier 
public hearings that 
fare hikes were better 
than service cuts. 

Several commut- 
ers heading home at 
the Farragut North 
station in the after- 
noon rush hour were perplexed 
over the need to pay more. “Didn’t 
they just raise fares? They need 
to explain themselves,” said Jus- 
tin Wilson, a 27-year-old compli- 
ance officer for Travelex Curren- 
cy Services on K Street. “Everyone 
is suffering right now,” said Wil- 
son, who lives behind Union Sta- 
tion and commutes downtown by 
bus or train. 

Rosalina Rivera, who sells cof- 
fee at Caribou Coffee on L Street, 
says she already pays $7 a day 
round-trip to ride the Red Line 
from the Forest Glen station near 
her home in Silver Spring down- 
town. If she drove, she would have 
to pay $11 to park in a lot, so that’s

not an option. “I won’t be able to 
pay more,” she said. “It’s going to 
be very hard for me.” 

Concerned that riders should 
not pay more for reduced service, 
the board also decided to elim- 
inate all proposed service cuts. 
Metro’s initial 2011 budget pro- 
posal submitted by then- Gener- 
al Manager John Catoe included 
about $34 million worth of ser- 
vice cuts. Interim General Man- 
ager Richard Sarles, the former 
head of New Jersey Transit who 
joined Metro in late March, scaled 
down to $8 million the value of 
service reductions in 
a revised budget last 
month. 

“People would 
find intolerable the 
idea that there would 
be a fare increase and 
also less service pro- 
vided,” said Jim Gra- 
ham, board member 
from the District. 

Nevertheless, board members 
acknowledged that the fare increase 
— which they and Metro officials 
called the largest in Metro’s histo- 
ry — comprises an unwelcome bur- 
den for bus and rail riders. “The big 
issue of the budget is how much we 
will ask from the customers — it 
is a lot,” said Catherine Hudgins,

UVa. to Fight CuccineUi

The University of Virginia is going 
to court to oppose Attorney Gener- 
al Ken Cuccinelli’s demands that 
school officials turn over informa- 
tion related to a former environ- 
mental-science researcher known 
for his study of global warming. 
The university said it filed its 


petition Thursday in Albemarle 
County Circuit Court to set aside 
the civil investigative demands, 
which are consid- 
ered to have the 
legal standing of 
an administrative 
subpoena. 

President John

defend the university’s academ- 
ic freedom.

D.C.’s Gray Told to Lower Fence 



Washington 

D.C. Council Chairman Vincent C. 
Gray’s black aluminum fence must 
be reduced in height or moved off 
the public right-of-way, a city com- 
mittee ruled Thursday. 

The decision by the obscure 
but powerful Public Space Com- 
mittee was the latest twist in the 
more-than five-month fence saga 
that has become part of the may- 
oral race. 

Gray, who is challenging Mayor 
Adrian M. Fenty, put up the fence 
two years ago without a permit in 
space governed by the city’s public 
right-of-way laws. His rival tech- 
nically oversees the committee 
whose approval Gray was seek- 
ing Thursday. 

In less than 30 minutes, the 
Public Space Committee deter- 
mined that Gray’s fence did not 
meet the standard for exceeding 
the District’s 3^ -foot height limit 


on fences built in the public right 
of way. 

“What we do here sets prece- 
dent,” said Karina Ricks, a Depart- 
ment of Transportation official who 
leads the committee. “We try to 
hold very consistent, despite sym- 
pathies we might feel for proper- 
ty owners.” 


Gray, who did not appear at 
the hearing, was represented by 
former attorney general Robert 
Spagnoletti. 

After the hearing, Spagnoletti 
said he was “very surprised” and 
that “it appears the committee had 
made up its mind before we walked 

in.” (THE WASHINGTON POST)

Push-to-Pass Gives Drivers a Boost at Indy 


Auto Racing 

Helio Castroneves might have 
everything he needs to win anoth- 
er Indianapolis 500: A fast car, an 
experienced team, the pole posi- 
tion and a crew who seem to win 
the pit contest every year. 

But this year, Castroneves will 
need another ingredient for a 
record-tying fourth victory — good 
chess moves to out-maneuver the 
other 32 Indy drivers in Sunday’s 
push-to-pass game. 

The “push-to-pass” button is 
making its Indy debut Sunday, when 


drivers will get 15 chances to use the 
new feature, which provides 18 sec- 
onds of extra horsepower. Drivers 
then must wait 10 seconds before 
hitting the button again. 

“I think it makes the game a lit- 
tle more complicated,” said Gil de 
Ferran, the 2003 Indy champ and 
a former teammate of Castroneves’. 
“You’re adding a degree of difficul- 
ty to this race. Typically, you spend 
450 miles trying to get yourself in 
position to win, and the last 50 miles 
you drive with bare knuckles.” 

The bare knuckles part won’t 
change, and the button could make

that final stretch even tougher. 

How drivers will incorporate the 
button into their strategy is the topic 
of conversation in Gasoline Alley. 

Drivers will get their first chance 
to use the button at Indy during Fri- 
day’s final practice. IndyCar offi- 
cials added the push-to-pass but- 
ton last season to increase passing. 
It debuted last August and has been 
used in all 11 IndyCar races since. 

“This is such a high-speed place 
anjrway, and now with the different 
rules, I think you’ll probably run a 
little closer, so I think it will affect 
the race,” Castroneves said, (ap)

The 
first movie, like the raunchy HBO 
series on which it was based, could 
be appreciated on its own hedo- 
nistic terms, but “Sex and the City 
2” — an enervated, crass and grue- 
somely caricatured trip to nowhere 
— seems conceived primarily to 
find new ways to abuse the loyal- 


ty of its audience. 

That is evident from the first 
strained moments, as the movie 
picks up the story of Carrie (Sarah 
Jessica Parker) and her friends 
Miranda (Cynthia Nixon), Char- 
lotte (Kristin Davis) and Saman- 
tha (Kim Cattrall) two years after 
the last film ended. Carrie, happi- 
ly married to Mr. Big (Chris Noth), 
has been feathering their hand- 
some Upper East Side nest, while 
the others navigate motherhood, 
careers and menopause. 

As the story takes them, inex- 
plicably, to a freebie junket in Abu 
Dhabi, the script visits one indig- 
nity after another upon “the girls,”

from Miranda’s desperate whoops 
of fake glee to convince herself she’s 
having fun to Samantha’s compul- 
sive penchant for dirty puns. 

While the show and first movie 
managed to thread a tricky needle 


between the traditionally girly con- 
cerns of clothes, shoes and romance 
and a far more sober, clear-eyed 
view of female solidarity and auton- 
omy, “Sex and the City 2” uses 
feminist arguments to pre-empt 
the criticism it so richly deserves. 

Thus Carrie & co. can run amok 
in Abu Dhabi, dressed like the off-

spring of Barnum & Bailey and 
Alexis Carrington, making jokes 
about burqas. 

The more strenuously “Sex and 
the City 2” tries to become a par- 
able of transnational sisterhood, 
the more patronizing and self- 
important the movie becomes, and 
the more its protagonists come to 
resemble shrill impersonators. 
When Carrie expresses disbelief 
that a woman in full abaya can still 
enjoy a french fry, the veiled woman 
in question would be forgiven for 
taking in Carrie’s own insane get- 
up and wondering who’s the more 
sartorially oppressed. 

Casting aside the filmmakers’ 
breathtaking cultural insensitivi- 
ty, their astonishing tone-deaf ear 
for dialogue and pacing, and their 
demented idea of female empower- 
ment, the biggest sin of “Sex and the 
City 2” is its lack of beauty. It’s gar- 
ish when it should be sumptuous, 
tacky when it should be luxe. 

This movie makes a mockery of 
the surface pleasures that the orig- 
inal series could always be count- 
ed on to provide. The fans likely 
will still flock to “Sex and the City 
2,” but they may feel as if they’re 
being punished for their devotion.

High-flying antics 
make for a good 
video game, not film 

Film Review 

With the greasy, unkempt hair of 
an emo rocker and a Bart Simpson 
smirk, Jake Gyllenhaal goes swing- 
ing, leaping, slashing and joking 
his way through “Prince of Persia: 
The Sands of Time,” an energetic 
if empty-headed adventure based 
on the popular video game. 

Though set in a sea of sand 
that’s supposed to be ancient Per- 
sia, the movie features a titular hero 
whose anachronistic catchphrases 
— “That all ya got?” and “Whoa,” 
uttered in an incongruous Cock- 
ney accent — makes him sound 
less like a Middle Eastern prince 
than an East End pothead. 

The focus of Prince Dastan’s 


acrobatic exertions, which careen 
from ninja-like moves to the wall- 
bouncing gymnastics of parkour, 
is a special dagger he has stumbled 
upon. When a jewel is pressed on 
its hilt, releasing the few thimble- 
fuls of sand inside, it has the abil- 
ity to rewind time, but only for 
one minute. It’s like Adam San- 
dler’s magical remote control in

“Click,” but with a weak battery. 
When you run out of sand, you run 
out of power. 

As in a video game, each 
obstacle or level of challenge they 
encounter is progressively more 
difficult. But this is a movie we’re 
watching here. Although “Prince 
of Persia” stimulates the circulato- 
ry and nervous systems, it engages 
none of the higher faculties of game 
play. Like, say, hand-eye coordina- 
tion and map -reading skills. It’s a 
frenetic, yet passive experience. 

There are, however, a few distinct 
pleasures. The stunt work is consis- 
tently exciting and well filmed by 
director Mike Newell. And the char- 
acter of Seso (Steve Toussaint) — a 
Sudanese knife thrower with almost 
no dialogue who at first appears to 
be a very bad guy, and then turns 
out to be a very good one — makes a 
welcome presence, michael o'sullivan
